Th e city council will prepare an ordinance 
for immediate passage to protect th e interests of 
th e city in future street paving contracts by th e 
county commissioners. 
Such understandings 
before h ave been only of a verbal nature and do 
not m ean anyth ing. 


Th ere are th ree street paving jobs 
under 
[contract in Rush ville now, 
and th e city must 
consequently pay a good price for blunders th a t 
i passed th e commissioners and did not come be­ 
fore th e council. 
Th e ordinance to be passed will compel th e 
[county surveyor to first submit by filing a set of 
th e plans with th e city council, to be approved 
by th e city. 
In th is m anner th e city can con­ 
trol and sustain th e proper grades for drainage 
[and make th e improvement uniform in detail to 
plans of th e city. 
It would also provide for sup­ 
ervision at all times of th e work by th e city. 
A. T. Mah in, superintendent or th e water 
land ligh t plant told th e council Tuesday nigh t, 
th a t th e paving of th e streets by th e townsh ip is 
going to prove ex pensive to th e city. 
He made 
I several efforts to ascertain th e ex tent of th e cor­ 
ner radius lines, but was never able to find out 
from anyone th e detals of th e plans for th e 
paving. 
Now th a t th e contractor is ready to start to 
(work, notice h as been served th at th e radius on 
some 
corners is to be cut to 15 per cent, 
and 
oth ers 25 per cent. 
Th is means th a t th ere are 
poles to be moved and fire h ydrants to be set 
I back out of line. 
If th ese plans h ad first been 
[submitted lo th e council, th ese details would 
¡h ave been properly arranged. 
It means now an outlay of between $2,500 
and $3,000 on th e part of th e city to move out 
of th e way th e poles and fire h ydrants. 
Th e 
ordinance to be passed will h ave a set oi plans 
on file with th e city, so th a t th ey can be studied 
and first approved before consent to use th e 
streets is granted. 
Rush ville is th e only city in 
th e state, it is said, th at does not h ave an ordi­ 
nance of th is kind. 


HIGHWAYS AS DUMPING GROUNDS 
Using th e roadsides in Rush County as 
a 
dumping grounds for rubbish , trash and waste 
| m atter of all kind, is a poor practice, and an 
¡effort to curb th is promiscuous dum ping-sh ould 
be made. 
In m any instances th e 
dumping of 
trash 
1 along th e roadside is done by th e city people wh o 
take th eir cans and trash out in th eir mach ines 
and th en toss th em along th e h igh way. 
Cleaner roadsides not only add to th e gen­ 
eral appearance of th e h igh ways, but likewise 
¡make it easier later in th e season to mow weeds 
and grass off th e sh oulders, p. necessary part oi 
[maintenance. 
Wh ile more or less difficulty is always ex ­ 
perienced from trash cam ped along roads, i 
¡seems th at more people are resorting to th is 
meth od of disposal th is spring th an usual, in 
[th e opinion of a m aintenance superintendent, 
[wh o asks cooperation of th e public to h elp keep 
| th e roads from becoming unsigh tly th rough such 
[practices. 
Dumping debris 
and 
waste 
m atter pro- 
|miscuously is most noticeable in th e Indiana­ 
polis vicinity, wh ere m any entertain th e belief 
th a t if you th row refuse along th e state roads, 
[h igh way forces 
h ave noth ing 
else to do but 
[clean it up, Robcr* Allen, of th at division jays. 
Th e ch ief offenders are delivery drivers wh o 
[discard empty box es; sch ool ch ildren disposing 
[of lunch cartons; fr^it h aulers/littering road- 
Isides with banana stalks, and tourists wh o scat- 
lter papers. 
Likewise joy parties do not h esitate 


to smash a bottle against th e pavem ent to h ear 
it crash . 
Recently th ree men 
worked th e Nationa 
road between Indianapolis and Plainfield, col 
lecting debris at th e rate of two tons per h alf 
mile. 
A few days later wh en th is same stretch 
of road was inspected it was nearly as badly lit­ 
tered up as before cleaned. 
Often th e h igh way 
truck h as to be driven ten miles before a suit­ 
able place for dumping th e debris can be found 
so it is readily seen th at cleaning roads is costly 
and a road problem. 
For th is reason h igh way 
officials are 
h opeful th e public will cooperate 
with th em. 


POISONOUS GAS IN OUR AIR 
Carbon Monox ide, th e gas fumes th row n off 
from th e ex h aust of an automobile, kills h un­ 
dreds of people each year, wh en th ey start th eir 
m ach ines in closed garages, and forget to open 
th e doors. 
Th e question now 
arises, 
do such 
fumes 
pollute th e air of our cities? Th e government is 
making a survey of th e air conditions, but noth ­ 
ing h as been found th a t would tend to cause any 
alarm . 
Th e danger ex ists in small car garages, 
wh ere th e ex h aust into a roofed enclosure sh ould 
be regarded as a h azardous act. 
Fourteen of th e largest cities in th e country 
were visited, h aving a combined population of 
over 19 ,000,000, and 250 samples of air were ob­ 
tained for carbon 
monox ide 
analysis. 
Th ese 
samples were analyzed by th e iodine pentox ide 
meth od, using a liquid air cooling tube wh ich was 
sh own to be necessary in order to elim inate gas­ 
oline vapor, a substance wh ich tends to vitiate 
th e results of th e analysis. 
Th e street samples 
were taken in such a m anner as to approach th e 
most congested conditions th a t may ex ist at 
a 
busy traffic intersection. 
Hence it is felt th a t 
th ese results indicate th e max imum h azard th at 
may ex ist today in th e m etropolitan th orough ­ 
fares from automobile ex h aust gas. Th e average 
of 141 tests m ade'in city streets at peak h ours 
of traffic sh owed a contam ination of 0.8 part of 
carbon monox ide per 10,000 parts of air. 
Only 
24% of all th e street samples h ad more th an one 
part of carbon monox ide in 10,000 of air and in 
only one location, a covered passageway, were 
th ere as much as 2 parts per 10,000. 
Samples taken inside of auto busses yielded 
even lower concentrations of carbon monox ide 
gas. 
Th e figures for street air, wh en viewed in | 
th e ligh t of present day standards of ex posure 
of carbon monox ide, do not reveal th e ex istence 
of a h ealth h azard from th is source in our city 
streets. 
Th e only individual wh o may possibly 
be ex posed to a h ealth 
h azard from 
inh aling 
street air containing automobile ex h aust gas is 
th e traffic officer. 
Th is potential h azard may be 
minimized by dim inish ing th e duration of ex ­ 
posure at th e most congested traffic stations.

PARSNIPS FROM THE HOME GARDEN 


LET TH ESE CO LU M N S BE YO U R GUIDE 


Fresh-dug parsnips coming in 
to the market in March give us 
the first hint that garden time 
is approaching and if we were 
forehanded last year we may 
dig our own parsnips at home 
until May. A short row of par­ 
snips will furnish a supply for 
the average family to be dug as 
wished and with their full spicy 
quality intact. This does not re­ 
main after they have been dug 
! for any length of time. The par­ 
snip is a most obliging vegetable, 


requiring a minimum of care. It 
may be harvested at times when 
there is nothing else to be taken 
from the garden, in the early 
winter months and early spring 
months, as it requires a freeze 
to bring out its sugary quality. 
Parsnips require rich soil and a 
deep soil, but fresh manure

Improvement in radishes has 
been chiefly directed to short­ 
ening the season and develop­ 
ing a mild flavor. Those who 
prefer the mild globe type, may 
obtain a succession of crops by 
sowing every week 
in 
the 
spring; but they cannot expect 
to carry the harvest 
through 
the hot summer weather. 
Radishes may be sown just as 
soon as the frost is out of the 
ground. A common mistake 
is 
planting 
them 
too 
thickly. 
Standing two inches apart in 
the row they will give radishes 
much more quickly than if per­ 
mitted to crowd each other. For 
quick radishes, thin as soon as 
the plants show above ground 
to two inches in the row. Larger 
radishes need six inches.

cring root that is desired. Sow 
thinly and .thin to six inches 
apart in the row. The rest of the 
work consists merely of cultiva­ 
tion 
and

weeds. The parsnips will perform 
even if the weeds do overgrow 
them and produce edible roots, 
although not of the size and 
quality that would result if they 
were given a full chance to de­ 
velop. 
It is a long season plant and 
should be planted as soon as the 
soil can be worked. While the fall 
crop is excellent it is never quite 
so good as ^hen the roots are 
dug during a thaw in February 
or March. In addition to being 
eaten as a vegetable by itself, it 
is achieving an importance as a 
flavoring vegetable in soups and 
stews and is an important culin­ 
ary adjunct. 
, 
The old style long-rooted par­ 
snips required a rich, deep soil to 
do their best but a newer type of 
intermediate length has been 
developed that does not require 
the depth of soil and this is an 
excellent sort for the home gar­ 
den. This type is excellent for 
heavy soils. The Marrowfat and 
Hollow Crown are 
standards 
among the older sorts. 


The Popular Radish 
Radishes 
are 
probably, the 
most widely grown vegetable in 
home gardens. They are hardy 
enough to withstand frost and 
,so can be sown immediately the 
ground 
is workable. 
Within 
three weeks after the seed 
of 
the earliest varieties is sown, a 
crop can be harvested. 
A light rich soil is best, but 
not too rich in nitrogen; 
and 
always a location in the 
full 
sun. The earliest varieties 
are 
olive and globe shaped, such as 
Twenty Day, and Scarlet Globe.

quicker it turns pithy after ma­ 
turity, which requires that they 
be eaten without loss of time.

POISONOUS GAS IN OUR AIR 


Carbon Monoxide, the gas fumes thrown off 


from the exhaust of an automobile, kills nun 
dreds of people each year, when they start then- 
machines in closed garages, and forget to open 
the doors. 
The question now arises, do such 
fume 


pollute the ah- of our cities? The government is 
making a survey of the ah- conditions, but noth 
ing has been found that would tend to cause an 
alarm. The danger exists in small car garages 
where the exhaust into a roofed enclosure should 
be regarded as a hazardous act. 


Fourteen of the largest cities in the country 


were visited, having a combined population of 
over 19 000,000, and 250 samples of air were ob- 
tained for carbon monoxide analysis. 
These 


samples were analyzed by the iodine pentoxide 
method, using a liquid air cooling tube which was 
shown to be necessary in order to eliminate gas- 
oline vapor, a substance which tends to vitiate 
the results of the analysis. 
The street samples 


were taken in such a manner as to approach the 
most congested conditions that may exist at a 
busy traffic intersection. Hence it is felt that 
these results indicate the maximum hazard that 
may exist today in the mstropolitan thorough- 
fares from automobile exhaust gas. The average 
of 141 tests made~iii city streets af peak hours 
of traffic showed a contamination of 0.8 part of 
carbon monoxide per 10,000 parts of air. Only 
24% of all the street samples had more than one 
part of carbon monoxide in 10,000 of air and in 
only one location, a covered passageway, were 
there as much as 2 parts per 10,000.

Friday, April 20, is Arbor Day, 


as proclaimed by the Governor 
of Indiana. 


Richard Lieber, director 
of 


this state's conservation depart- 
ment, says the day is one of un- 
t 
•usual significance and provides | 
opportunity for all citizens 
to 


take a more personal interest in 
forest production so needed in 
our economic life. 


The purpose of Arbor Day, 


says Mr. Lieber, as conceived 
by its founders, was to inculcate 
in youth a love and knowledge 
of trees. Like Youth. Arbor Day 
looks, primarily to the future. As 
a people without children would 
be hopeless, so a country without 
young trees, will become deso- 
late. While Arbor Day suggests 
the beauty and gladness of the 
earth's awakening from winter's 
long sleep, as revealed in trees 
and shrubs, and flowers, it also 
teaches man's serious depend- 
ence on trees and the civic duty 
of preserving their benefits in 
the long years to come. 


Arbor 
Day 
also syegests 


thoughtful consideration of our 
country's need of trees, which 
will become more serious with- 
in a generation, and urgently 
calls the children and youth of 
our schools to the patriotic ser- 
vice of planting, protecting and 
preserving trees. It is puerile to 
think otherwise than that our 
constant loss of trees can be re- 
deemed only by a continuous re- 
newing of our forest and shade 
trees. Arbor Day suggests that 
this economic need can receive 
great stimulus through the pub- 
lic schools. 
It is suggested that the schools 


arrange in advance a program 
for that day, decide uoon the 
number and position of trees to 
be planted. It is not necessary 
• to confine Arbor Day planting 
to the school grounds. In some 
instances space on the school 
premises is not available. How- 
ever, there are other places in 
need of trees about 
churches, 


cemetries, along roadsides, and 
especially roadsides paralleling 
streams, where they are ever a 
source of beauty and comfort. In 
cities it is suggested they 
be 


planted along Greets, 
about 


churches, in parks and in areas 
contiguous to public buildings, 
bearing in mind to set them 
back so as not to interfere as 
they grow taller, with 
utility 


\vires and poles. 


While for many 
years the 


planting of trees was considered 
only from a cultural standpoint, 
today such work has great eco- 
nomic value in view of the de- 
pleted timber stocks of the na- 
tion, and particularlv Indiana, 
•whose once great hardwood for- 
est areas were the pride of the 
country and whose citizens todav 
import the bulk of lumber used.

It won't be long 
now before you'll be buying 
your tooth-paste aspirin tablets, 
razor blades, soaps, cigarets, lo- 
tions, powders and such standard 
sundries by pushing a com into 
one of those glistening vending 
devices and waiting for the click. 
Along with the package the ma- 
chine will voice a nicely modula- 
ted "Thank You!" and you can 
be off—with a saving both in 
your and the clerk's time. 


This 
development 
is fore- 


shadowed in the April issue of 
the American Druggist which 
points out that while the auto- 
matic vending machine is 30 
years old—the first was the pen- 
ny gum vendor—its most rapid 
phase of evolution is just taking 
place in answer to the mer- 
chant's demand for economical 
distribution of popular, standard 
small articles whose sale now 
takes up much of the clerk's 
time.. 


"One 
great chain of 
cigar 


stores," the article points out, 
"figures that 60 per cent of its 
clerks'.time is being taken up in 
the performance of an automa- 


tic function. Over 30 of their it- 
ems are so well known that they 
do not need salesmanship. Con- 
sequently the clerks are 
func- 


tioning like automatons when 
they are paid primarily to sell. 


Through the introduction of 


sufficient machines this company 
will release nearly 60 per cent of 
the clerks' time for selling. Then 
they will be profit producers for 
the company and sales will in- 
crease in direct ratio." 


The most important step in 


the evolution of these automatic 
salesmen 
has recently 
been 


achieved with the introduction 
of a change-making device, so 
that a coin of any denomina- 
tion can be dropped in, and the 
correct change will be delivered 
along with the package. 


Already machines have been

and old steel bridges and all 
road signs, as well as center lines 
on pavement, will be opened by 
the commission on April 24, 
John D. Williams, director, an- 
nounced today.

On all bridge work whether 


new or old, three coats of paint 
are used; the first being red lead 
on account of rust-preventing 
qualities of this material. On 
new work, says Fred Kellum, as- 
sistant chief engineer in charge 
of structures, this coat is placed 
on material while it is being fab- 
ricated in the bridge shops, while 
the field coats of brown and 
black paint, are applied after the1 
structures are erected. 
These 


colors of paint are of different 
material in order to secure more 
water and weather-proof quali- 
ties. The colors also facilitate in- 
spection, as it would be very di- 
fficult to determine whether a 
second coat of the same color as 
the previous one is properly ap- 
plied. White paint is used on all 
handrailings and end-posts to in- 
crease the safety of night driv- 
ing. 


The background of all road 


signs of a precautionary nature 
is painted yellow. All 
route 


marker, directional, information 
and restriction signs 
have a 


white background, while a glossy 
black stencil paint is used for 
lettering on all types of signs. 


For the last six years the com- 


mission has purchased paint in 
large quantities for the reason it 
can be obtained 
cheaper, and 


for the further reason that a 
much more uniform grade is se- 
cured than if each 
contractor 


purchased whatever grade he 
pleased on the open market. In 
order to get all bids on the same 
basis, the paint is purchased on 
a technical specification which 
has been worked out by the test- 
ing department after a number 
of years' experience with this 
class of material. The paint is 
shipped to maintenance 
men 


and bridge contractors in small 
lots as needed, direct from the 
factory, which must, under the 
contract, keep a small amount 
of paint in storage subject to 
highway 
department 
requisi- 


tions. This procedure prevents 
deterioration of paint from long 
standing in containers, and in- 
sures that a fresh supply well 
mixed will always be available. 


While 7,000 gallons is asked for 


in the proposal, the contract is 
so arranged as to be flexible to 
the department's needs whether 
less or more than this amount. 
The gallonage is divided as fol- 
lows: Red, 1125 gallons; brown, 
2,000 gallons; black, 2050 gal- 
lons; white 1365 gallons; federal 
yellow, 400 gallons; and black 
stencil, 60 gallons.

eating became more popular,

of these

We now know that the slug- 
gish feeling which so persists in 
the springtime is due to impro- 
per eating during the winter. 
The old-fashioned type of win- 
ter-time diet 
consisting very 


largely of meat, potatoes and 
bread, is no longer so much in 
vogue. Better marketing condi- 
tions, as well as the spread of 
nutritional information, has ha.d 
much to do with more rational 
eating habits.

easy in the wintertime to have 
foods containing vitamins and 
mineral salts as it is in other 
seasons, but, with a little plan- 
ning, they are provided.

Pare cucumbers and 
cut in 2-inch portions. Be sure 
not to cut through but leave 
joined together at bottom. Cut 
radishes in thin slices, insert a 
radish slice in between each 
slice of cucumber so that 
the 


cucumber may spread apart in a 
fan shape. Place one section on 
a bed of water cress and serve 
with French, creamy or mayon- 
naise dressing. Radish roses may 
be used as a garnish. Tomato

Dumplings 


1 can sauerkraut, 2 Ibs. pork 


ribs, i cup mashed potatoes, 1 
tsp. salt, 1 egg, beaten, 2 tbsp. 
evaporated milk diluted with 4 
tbsp. water, i cup bread flour, 2 
tsp. baking powder. 


Boil sauerkraut and ribs until 


meat is tender. Combine mashed 
potatoes, salt, egg and

milk. Sift flour, then measure.

While green peas are used, to 


a considerable extent By the 
housewife, and dried peas to a 
lesser extent, canned, peas play 
the most important part in her 
cookery plans,. 


The canning of peas has be- 


come a very large part of the 
canning industry. The invention 
of the pea viner lent a tremen- 
dous Impetus to pea canning. Be- 
fore this came into use, it wafj 
necessary to hull the peas by 
hand. As a .consequence, canned 
peas w«sre quite expensive 
and 


their use was limited. 


The grower of peas, nowadays, 


cuts them, vine and all, with a 
mowing machine and delivers 
them by wagon load to the peai 
viner. This remarkable machine 
removes the 
pods from the 


vines, the peas from the pods 
and deposits the hulled peas in I 
a receptacle, while the pods and j 
vines are blown out to be stack- 
ed in a pile and later used as 
cattle feed. 


Canned peas are labelled Early 


Junes, Marrowfats, etc. These 
terms have nothing to do with 
the variety of pea or the date at 
which they are harvested but re- 
fer solely to the size.

butter flavor to every drop. A; 
much smoother sauce results 
and less butter is required.

Planning the Flower Garden 


Flower gardens are very much 


like love affairs in that they 
are personal manifestations, no 
two are exactly alike, and there 
is no accounting for tastes. Fc'r 
the owner of a small garden 
particularly for renters, the val- 
ue of annuals is not as tho- 
roughly appreciated as it should 
be. By their use a brilliant dis- 
play of flowers is easily obtained 
from July until frost. Nearly 
every place, no matter how 
small, has space for a border 
and the usual available space is 
a strip three or four feet wide 
and of varying length. 
v 


The most satisfactory way of 


dealing with such a space is to 
plant it to annuals of one or 
two colors in varying shades. 
Suppose that a blue and pink 
scheme should be decided upon, 
a popular combination and al- 
ways effective. For the back row 
pink sweet peas for early bloom 
or several of them might be 
planted. Later gladiolus in pink 
shades might replace them. Ro- 
sy Morn petunias, pink snap- 
dragons, pink scabiosas, annual 
larkspurs, clarkias, rose nastur- 


tiums and pink balsams would 
take care of the pink portion of 
it. The blues might be furnish- 
ed by pansies, Chinese forget- 
me-nots, dwarf morning glories, 
annual larkspurs, and annual 
lunpii with dwarf lobelia as an 
edging. 


All these annuals are easily 


grown from seed sown in 
the 


cpen ground. They should be ar- 
ranged so that the pink and 
blue groups alternate harmon- 
iously, the tall plants at the 
back of the border and the low- 
er growing being graded to the 
front. Pink dahlias might also 
be added to the border for the 
late fall bloom. 
The groups 


should be. about three feet 
in 


length in order to produce a 
good effect and from one foot 
to three feet in depth according 
to the total width of the bor- 
der. 


Such a planting would not on- 


ly give a beautiful color effect 
for the greater part of the sum- 
mer but would furnish a gener- 
ous supply of material for bou- 
quets in the house. 


Seed over any bare spots on 


the lawn. They will become very 
apparent as the grass starts into 
growth. 


Start salvia seeds now to set 


out when it warms up for the 
finest late summer and fall scar- 
let there is. 


It is time to order onion sets. 


Keep them in a cool place till 
they are put in the ground so as 
not to encourage them to sprout 
in the package. 


Order fertilizer to be ready for

The Hoosier State Automobile 


Association and the Good Roads 
Board are enthusiastically in favor 
of the building of a suitable me- 
morial to Abraham Lincoln in 
Spencer County where he spent his 
youth and where his mother lies 
buried. 


B. R. Baldridge, of Tprre Haute, 


president of the Automobile Asso- 
ciation and chairman of the good 
roads board, points out that with 
the exception of Vincennes, there 
is nothing that would pass for a 
historical or literary shrine of in- 
terest to the general public outside 
of the state of Indiana. 
Such 


points of interest in the aggregate 


bring thousands and thousands of 
tourists to visit them in the course 
of a year. 


Lincoln City, as the site of the 


Lincoln homestead is now called, 
is already on one of the main state 
highways. 
With the building of 


special roads which are part of the 
plan to provide for the Memorial 
it would be equally accessable to 
north and south, and east arid west 
tourists. 


Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, Mich- 


igan have all seen the advantage 
of developing the possibilities of 
their historical sites ahead of In- 
diana. 
It is a matter of record 


both in Washington and elsewhere, 


that no single item of historical 
importance attracts as much atten- 
tion as do those which relate them- 
selves to Abrahan Lincoln. There 
is more call for literature -n Abra- 
ham Lincoln from the big libraries 
than there is on any statesman, liv- 
ing or dead, including 'Washington.

Lincoln is Indiana's best adver- 
tised name and they consider it not 
only good patriotism but good busi- 
ness to erect a shrine of such 
beauty and magnificence as to be 
in keeping with the subject and 
that will challenge the attention of 
tourists from all over the United 
States. 


PARSNIPS FROM THE HOME GARDEN 


Fresh-dug parsnips coming in 


to- the market in March give us 
the first hint that garden time 
is approaching and if we were 
forehanded last year we may 
dig our own parsnips at home 
until May. A short row of par- 
snips will furnish a supply for 
the average family to be dug as 
wished and with their full spicy 
quality intact. This does not re- 
main after they have been dug 
for any length of time. The par- 
snip is a most obliging vegetable, 


requiring a minimum of care. It 
may be harvested at times when 
there is nothing else to be taken 
from the garden, in the early 
winter months and early spring 
months, as it requires a freeze 
to bring out its sugary quality. 


Parsnips require rich soil and a 


deep soil, but fresh manure 
should 
not 
be 
incorporated 


where they are to grow as it re- 
sults in deformed and forked 
roots instead of the uniform tap

For 
quick radishes, thin as soon as 
the plants show above ground 
to twb inches in the row. Larger 
Radishes need six inches.
